ANNAPOLIS, Md., Aug. 13.—Henry E. 
Davis, spea.ing as counsel for Mrs. 
James M. Sutton before the Naval 
Board of Inquiry today flung the charge 
at the former fellow-officers of James 
M. Sutton Jr. that they were in ‘‘a con- 
spiracy of suppression and falsehood” 
to conceal the true facts of the death of 
the young Lieutenant. 

At the original inquiry into Lieut. Sut- 
ton’s death a verdict of suicide was 
found. For 20 months Mrs. Sutton, the 
mother, has been trying to obtain a new 
hearing to show that her son was mur- 
dered. This hearing closes today. 

Davis, by his dramatic portrayal of 
the main phases of the mysterious 
features of the case forced even his 
bitterest opponents to give him care- 
ful attention. By his picture of Mrs. 
Sutton's sufferings under an unde- 
served stigma he brought tears to the 
eyes of those whose sympathies were 
all qwith the officers and against the 
relatives of Sutton. He aroused the 
members of the court by his merciless 
arraignment of the officers he termed 
perjurers and caused a profound im- 
pression waen he said significantly 
that this inquiry would “lead to some- 
thing. else,” 
He gained 

when he recounted the efforts of the 
sister, Mrs. Rose Sutton Parker, who 
had been told by Lieut. Adams, 
speaker said, that he hated the dead 
man 

With deep feeling and in most impres- 
sive manner, ir. Davis spoke of the 
mother’s sacrifice in offering ‘her boy 
for her country’s ser'-». He referred 
to the hopes and aspirations of the 
young officer ust enterin~ on his mil- 
itary career anc. still more fully of the 
type of man indicated by the letters 
written to the mother in vregon and to 
the younger brother, a military cadet at 
West Point. 

Tells of Night of Tragedy. 

With some detail he went into the 
ha >penings of the fatal day and young 
Sutton’s happy spending of it, without 
any thought of the impending death that 
awaited him at its end; of his last trib- 
ute to the mother when her letter was 
preduced by him in the presence of 
Miss Stewart and Prof. Coleman at Car- 
vel Hall, of the fact that going from 
this happy scene the young man was 
within an hour a corpse, the victim of a 
violent death. 


The lawyer then attackec with force 
and riddled the previous inquest and its 
investigation of the affair which placed 
the stigma of suicide upon the young 
man. 

He was particularly severe in his ref- 
erences to the fact that Lieut. Willing, 
who was a participant in the events just 
prior to’the fatal shot, and but for 
whose dereliction Sutton might still be 
alive, had been the recorder of that 
court. ; 


He charged that the whole affair had 
been conducted with indecent haste and 
with no notice to the family until the 
suicide’s brand had been placed on one 
of their name. 

“Denying him Christian burial, ac- 
cording to the family faith, laying him 
in unsonsecrated ground, stripping his 
parents of hope of reunion hereafter and 
sending him down the dark tide that 
would be utter nothingness or eterna! 
pi alsument,’ said Mr. Davis. 

Mra, Parker's Trip to Annapolis. 

Going on to the family’s distress and 
their efforte-to find out all that they 
could about the way in which their 
young son and brother came to his 
death, Mr. Davis recited in detail the

In the 
evening, however, they withdrew to the 
hills and built great fires by the light 
of which they continued their fusilade 
on the town and garrison. 
One by one the telegraph wires con- 
necting Alhucemas and Ceuta with 
Penon de La Gomera have been cut by 
the Moorish bullets, and it is probable 
the garrison here very soon will be 
isolated.

IN AN AEROPLANE 























STRANGE AIRSHIP 
SEEN IN FLlGnl 
AR BISMARCK 


Campers in Southeast Missouri 
Are Hailed by Night 
Voyagers. 








According to telephone reports to the 
Post-Dispatch from Iron Mountain and 
Bismarck, Mo., a dirigible airship of the 
cigar-shaped gas bag pattern, carrying 
three persons, passed over that section 
of Southeast Missouri late Wednesday 
night, traveling swiftly in a northerly 
direction. ’ 
A son of Supt. Parsons of the St. 
Joe Lead Works at wonne Terre, who 
is camping on the shore of Iron Moun- 
tain Lake, said he saw the ship dis- 
tinctly. Other members of his party 
also saw it, they say. 
Mr. Parsons said 
ried lights which enabled him to see 
that three persons were aboard. He 
thin’ the cr.‘t was flying not more 
than 400 feet above the earth. 
The Parsons canipers were awakened 
in their tents by the whirring of the 
propellors and the popping of the gaso- 
line motor. They rushed outside and 
were astounded by the mysterious craft, 
speeding toward +-. Louis with steady, 
even motion. 
Mr. Parsons hailed the air voyagers, 
who shouted down to him, but he was 
unable to understand what they said. 
The gas envelope, according t» Ahe 
campers, was about ‘5 feet long. 

At Bismarck, four miles north of the 
lake, several persons are sai’ to have 
seen the ship. 


Perhaps Landed in Woods, 
Iron Mountain Lake is an artificial 


body of water made by the damming of 
a creek on the 100,000-acre property of 
W. H. Smollenger, who purchased the 
entire town of Iron Mountain and the 
abandoned iron mines a few years ago. 
The lake is in St. Francis County, near 
the Iron County line. It is five miles 
north of the Arcadia Valley, where 
many St. Louisans have summer homes. 

The fact that the airship seen by the 
Parsons party and others had not been 
reported since may be accounted for, it 
is believed by those familiar with the 
topography north of Iron Mountain and 
Bismarck, by the theory that the ship 
descended in the woodland region, many 
miles from a railroad. There are sparse- 
ly settled tracts of large extent in 
Washington County, over which the 
ship must pass if St. Louis was its 
objective point.

Mr. Willard, who has been making 
short flights almost daily in the ma- 
chine belonging to the Aeronautic 5o- 
ciety, stapted from Mineola at 6:26 a. 
m. in an attempt to make a new world’s 
record cross-country flight. His route 
lay around an irregular square and 
carried him from Mineola over Garden 
City, Westbury and Hicksville and back 
to Mineola. 

Leaving Mineola, Willard rose to about 
150 feet in the air, and going off at a 
fast clip his machine was quickly a 
speck on the horizon. Soon it disap- 
peared behind the trees. 

Nearly 15 minutes had elapsed when 
the speck again appeared miles away in 
the direction of Westbury. 

The crowd was watching the machine 
approach on its return and were get- 
ting ready to congratulate the aviator 
when the machine began to glide slow- 
ly downward, and landed in a field be- 
tween Mineola and Westbury, about two 
miles from Mineola. 

Jumping into an automobile’ the 
watchers found Willard’s machine un- 
damaged by the landing, and the avi- 
ator tinkering with the magneto. That 
part of the mechanism which provides 
the spark for the ignition of the gas 
was deranged, but Willard said the 
aeroplane glided gracefully and easily 
to the ground and alighted without a 
mishap after the power was shut off. 

On his flight he passed over several 
sets of telegraph wires and clumps of 
trees and once, when he passed a group 
of Italian laborers, they quit work and 
cheered him. 

The record for the longest cross- 
country flight in an aeroplane is held 
by Henri Farman, the French aviator, 
who was the first man to get off the. 
ground in an aeroplane in France. He 
flew Jn ‘a biplane from Chalons to 
Suippes, 40 miles, in one hour and five 
minutes. The flight was made July 23 
of this year. 

The longest flight across water was 
made by Louis Blerlot when he crossed 
the English Channeb July 25 In his mo- 
noplane. The width of the chanrel 
where Bleriot crossed is 21 miles. He 
made the distance in 37 minutes.

Court's Scope Widened, 

Beginning with the precept by which: 
the present court was crea’'ed, Mr. Da- 
vis cited dramatically the course of 
the case whereby the mother, first an 
investigator seeking light, was forced 
by the action of the Judge-Advocate 
to turn prosecutor and was then made 
a defendant, ‘‘that other mothers might 
know how deep in the affair were their 
sons,’ in the words of Judge-Advocate 
Leonard, 

“That action, however, forced the is- 
sue and made the matter a trial with 
the world as tribunal and with the 
walls of the courtroom expanded to the 
horizon.” 

He said that the things to be eliminat- 
ed were the questions of whether or not 
the affair was a drunken braw! and 
young Sutton’s former escapades, which 
shed no light on how he came to his 
death.

Was a general stir. More comfortable 
positions were taken and every eye and 
ear was given fully and with all atten- 
tion to the speaker. 

Lieut. Adams, with a letter in his 
hand, read on without attention to what 
went on for a short time: But the law- 
yer even drew his whole attention like 
a@ inagnet shortly. 

As Mr. Davis arraigned Lieut. E. 8S. 
Willing for neglect of duty that had a 
direct bearing on the tragedy, that of- 
ficer stared stolidly at the ceiling. When 
the lawyer held the lieutenant up to 
scorn of men for brutality in telling Mrs. 
Parker that he hated her brother, that 
officer flushed to the roots of his hair 
and hung his head. 


Manifest Conspiracy of Falsehood. 
There was, Mr. Davis declared, a man- 


ifest conspiracy of suppression and 
falsehood to help the living and blacken 
the dead, the only thing sought to be 
established by the witnesses involved 
was the suicide of Sutton, which Mr. 
Davis said the evidence wholly failed 
to show. 

He maintained it was not his place 
to point out the hand that did kill Sut- 
ton, that function belonging to the 


court, but simply show he did not kill} 


himself. 

While Mr. Davis was particularly bit- 
ter against all of the young officers who 
are defendants his most scathing re- 
marks were directed against Lieut. 
Adams and against Sergt. De Hart. 
The latter he boldly charged with de- 
liberately committing perjury. 

He made a specific point of the fact 
that Adams’ testimony that Sutton 
burned his hand when the fatal shot 
was fired had not been given before the 
previous board of tnquest and that it 
Was not mentioned by him in the early 
part of this inquiry. ‘‘He never said 
that before because it never happened,”’ 
thundered Mr. Davis, pointing his finger 
at Adams who sat crouched in his chair 
across the table, staring moodily at the 
lawyer who was arraigning him s0 se- 
verely. 

Changed His Testimony. 

“The desperation of that remark in 
this record made by Adams is manifest 
through the point in this evidence where 
it was introduced. He had to have Sut- 
ton turn his head to get that shot into 
the brain. 

“Until he saw that demonstration and 
realized his mistake the head was flat 
to the ground with the nose buried in 
the gravel. Since he saw that demon- 
stration and saw how impossible it was, 
every illustration he has given has been 
with the turned head. 

“That's the monument which arises 
from the plane of this case. It rises so 
that the light of day shines back from it 
giaringly.’’ 

Then Mr. Davis went on to the dis- 
appearance for a time, of the small re- 
volver and its first possession by Sergt. 
de Hart, who said it was handed to 
him, and who afterwards threw it 
away. Who took it from Sutton’s hand, 
Mr, Davis said he did not know, from 
the testimony. 

“The man who took that revolver is 
now in a grave deeper than the body 
Of James M. Sutton,” continued the 
lawyer, 

“If ever a man did admit a guilty re- 
jation me a crime Adams did . then.”’ 


Cells De Hart a Perjure 
Then ong Davis attacked De Hart in 


no measured terms, His arraignment 
was so severe that President Hood of 
the court interrupted him. “That De 
Hart told the truth, no one believes,”’ 
looking full at the noncommissioned of- 
ficer, who, as @ patecne airy sat near the 
young Lieutenants across the trial ta- 
ble from him. Mr. Davis shook his 
tinger ménacingly at the man and said 
with great deliberation: 

“De Hart has come here and com- 
mitted the most flagrant perjury before 
this court.” 
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committed perjury. The matter came to 
nothing, however. <As the consultation 
was in progress, Mr. Davis stood calmly 
watching the effect his charge had 
made. When he was signaled to pro- 
ceed, he said, “I beg your pardon, sirs. 
In the courts where I am used to prac- 
tice, I could have said that.” 

“Another sign of guiltiness was the 
disappearance of that pistol. If it 
hadn’t a guilty relation to that man’s 
death, why all the mystery and the 
search?’ 3 

“The man that handéd it to him was 
so conscious of the fact that he won't 
proclaim it. The mystery of the pistol 
means that it was guiltily used; that it 
was guiltily hidden, and that it was 
guiltily recovered from the parade 
grounds. They did not even tell Col. 
Doyen about it that night.’’ 

Looking squarely at, Lieut. Adams, 
Mr. Davis said the hand that handed 
that pistol to De Hart is stained with 
blood and you can’t rub that out. Con- 
tinuing, he said: . 

Was Either Willing or Adams. 

“If De Hart spoke the truth that man 
was either Willing or Adams, Adams 
realized this. He corrected his testi- 
mony after De Hart had stated that he 
got the gun from a man standing on 
the parade ground side %. Sutton. His 
change or correction in his testimony 
landed Willing over on that side with 
him.”’ 

Mr. Davis, after a lengthy detail of 
the evidences on which the suicide 
theory is based, during which he scout- 
ed every one of them, said: 

“They started that suicide story that 
night on the parade ground and have 
held to it ever since. Further than this 
not one of them took the stand to deny 
Todd’s story that one of them told 
Sergeant Mahoney to go back to his 
office, that it was all right and every- 
thing was all over. 

After going into the necessary work- 


‘ings of Sutton’s mind, should he have 


heard and acted upon the remark that 
he had killed Roelker, and showing how, 
if this were so and furnished the mo- 
tive, it would have been impossible for 
the remark and the shot to have been 
coincident as testified to by Lieut. Be- 
van. Mr. Davis said: ‘‘Sure, you .can’t 
find that he died a suicide. I don’t be- 
lieve he shot himself at all and by the 
same token I don’t believe he shot that 
revolver.”’

The permit is for 90 days and places 
the auto company under a requirement 
to obtain an ordinance by the date of 
the permit’s expiration. It is this condi- 
tion that must be met, Mayor Kreis- 
mann says. 

Failed to Get Ordinance, 

Repeated efforts have been made to 
obtain an ordinance permitting the oper- 
ation of this garage. Henry C. Ascher 
is president of the Phillips company, 
and the first application for an ordi- 
nance was made to the Municipal As- 
sembly in his name. It was while this 
bill was pending that Ascher paid over 
the $500 which resulted in the indict- 
ment of Delegates Warner and Pries- 
meyer. The bill was finally killed by 
the last House of Delegates in Feb- 
ruary.

He testified that 
Anderson told him he did not commit 
the crime, but knew all about it, and 
that the weapon used had been thrown 
into a well. 

Bloodstains on Clothes, 

Ex-Sheriff A. P. Johnson was put on 
the stand to identify the clothing that 
Anderson wore when incarcerated. The 
garments had bloodetains on them. An- 
derson’s sister, Mrs. Tennessee Bot- 
toms, testified that Anderson had come 
to her father’s home on the morning 
of Dec. 3 with blood on his hands and 
clothing. 

The testimony of Constable John At- 
kins revealed the feeling of Anderson 
towards Wagner, The witness said 
Anderson told him during the search 
for the murder that the crime was one 
of the most horrible ones he ever knew 
of, and that hanging was too good’ for 
the guilty man. Anderson, he said, re- 
marked later that Wagner was one of 
the ‘“‘meanest” men in that vicinity. 

Testimony was introduced to show 
that Anderson had never seen the body 
after the murder was committed, as 
he said he had done. He once told how

Druggists and Wine Made 
From Missouri Products 
Are Exceptions. 


The Missouri Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion has retained Attorney John OD. 
Johnson to oppose efforts of the State 
to enforce the collection of the new 
license tax on all liquors manufactured 
or sold in the State, except wines made 
from grapes or fruits grown in the 
State. 

Admitting he had been retained by 
the Liquor Dealers’ Association in this 


case, Mr. Johnson declined to go into 
details regarding the employment, al- 
though he said the opposition to the 
tax would probably await an attempt 
by the State to collect it, rather than 
to originate the proceeding. 

~ Mr. Johnson said the measure, which 
was passed by the last Legislature, was 
-@ revenue measure, and in his opinion 
Was a violation of the Federal Constl- 
tution, but he preferred not to take a 
Question dealing with local revenues 
into the Federal courts if such an ac- 
tion could be avoided. 

The law hecomes’ effective Aug. 15 
anc provides for. @ license tax ranging 
from $100 to $1000, according to the kind 
of Hquor and the amount of business 
dore, although it provides that a license 
shall be required if-the product is

Law Is Held Discriminatory. 

The law will be opposed by the lHquor 
vealers on the ground that its exemp-. 
tion of liquors made from native-grown 
grapes and fruits amounts to a discrim- 
ination in violation of the provision of 
he Federal Constitution.

LAW FOR WOMEN 


Judge Virgil Rule Retained by 
Manufacturers to Handle 
Their Cases. 


POINTS OUT LOOPHOLE 





Lawyer Doubts Validity of 
Missouri Statute, Effect- 
ive Monday. 


The validity of the new law regulat- 
ing the number of hours women may 
work in factories, mercantile establish- 
ments, laundries and restaurants Is 
questioned by former Judge Virgil Rule. 
who has been retained by St. Louls 
manufacturers to fight test cases. The 
new law will go into effect Monday. 

Judge Rule says laws of this kind 
have been upheld by the courts on one 
ground only—that they are in a con- 
formity with the police powers of the 
State and that the enforcement pro- 
tects the health and physical  well- 


being of the public. He says the new 
Missouri law is not a statute that could 
be upheld on this ground, 

The new law provides that women 
shall not work at the occupations named 
—mercantile houses, factories and laun- 
dries (restaurants being excepted in 
this provision)—before 5 a. m. or after 
10,p. m., and that the total number of 


ceed 54. 
Law Leaves Lééphale. 


Judge Rule told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that this offers a loophole which 
would permit a woman to be employed 
in one«of these occupations 17 hours a 
day. After she had, working 17 hours 
a day, consumed the 54 hours permitted 
by law, he says, she might go to work 
for somie other employer and work for 
him 17 hours a day, provided she did 
not work for any one employer more 
than 64 hours in any single week. 

“Therefore,” said Judge Rule, “the 
‘law does not accomplish what these 
laws must accomplish in order to be 
valid, namely, the protection of women 
from excessive hours of work. In orde 
to accomplish that, the law should say 
that a woman may not work more than 
a given number of hours in any day, 
for instance, nine hours. 

Synopeis of Provisions, 

Here is a synopsis of some of the pro- 
visions of the new law: 

By working women and girls nine 
hours a day manufacturing and mer- 
cantile establishments can work them 
six days and just make the 64-hour 
limit. If the females are worked on 
Sunday, then under the law they can 
take their rest as soon as they have 
put in the full 54 hours, between 5 
a. m. and 10 p. m., be it Thursday, 
Friday or Saturday. A _ schedule 
something as follows may be agreed 
upon between the authorities and all 
employers of females coming under 
the law: 

Twelve hours a day for four days 
each week, s{x hours on the fifth day 
and no work at ali on the sixth and 
seventh day. 2 

Niné hours a day, six Gays in the 
week and’ no Sunday work. 

Eleven hours a day for four days, 
10 hours on the fifth and no work on 
the sixth or seventh. 

Ten hours a day for five days, four 
hours on the sixth and no work on 
the seventh. 

Nine and a half hours a day for five 
days, six and a half for the sixth 
and no work on the seventh day. 

The shoe manufacturers of St. Louis 
complain that the law, which goes into 
effect next week, will interfere with 
existing conditions in the factories. 
About one-third of all the shoeworkers 
in St. Louis are women and girls. In 
the cool months they work on an aver- 
age 59 hours a week—five hours more 
than the new law allows. 

Factories Ran 10 Hours. 

The factories in the winter season 
are operated 10 hours a day, except 
on Saturday, when they are operated 
nine hours. In the hottest months of the 
year they are operated only nine hours 
a day, and the new law will not affect 
them during two or three summer 
months,

Umpiring, with Hurst, ever since he 
accepted a major league engagement to 
mortally wound the feelngs of many 
players, and, incidentally, te call balls, 
strikes, etc., has been ene continued ef- 
fort to “get by.”’ Hurst was never a 
competent umpire. He was ignorant of 
ome of the most commonplace rules 

the game, obstinate in the face of 
palpable error, and of too considerable 
tonnage to get around the diamond to 
perform the duties of his office properly. 


In St. Louis, only recently, he gave 
several examples of leng range and in- 
competent umpiring. He cost the 
Browns a game by calling a hit foul 
when it kicked up a cleud of white- 


line. Investigation afterward showed 
the ball had hit squarely on the foul 
line. Hurst had given snap judgment 
and refused to alter it, even in the face 
of facts. 

On another occasion, failing to 
run over from second base toward 
third, when Criger threw to Ferris te 
catch a runner, he called the latter 
safe when Ferris was waiting for him 
with the ball. 

Again, in a game with Washington, he 
neglected to note that the Washington 
men had skipped Lelivelt in the bat- 
ting order. Unglaub had batted out of 
his turn, and when Lelivelt went in 
out of his regular order, Harry How- 


that Lelivelt was out for net batting in 
his proper turn. Hurst, after wrangling 
with the players, actually decided that 
the proper thing to do was to send Un- 
glaub in for another turn at a bat, al- 
though he had just been retired.

J} JOB AS UMPIRE 


Mike Thompson, Famous Ref- 
eree, Will Work First in 
Browns’ Present Series. 





NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Tim Hurst is 
fired. No longer will the “Tubby One” 
be seen on the American League dila- 
monds, or any other diamonds for that 
matter. 

President Ban Johnson took that ac- 
tion in Washington last night, after 


considering for 10 days the trouble that 
started on the Philadelphia field on Aug. 
3, when Hurst is alleged to have spat in 
Eddie Collins’ face. The alleged act 
almost caused a riot, the fans swarming 
on the field, hurling pop bottles, cush- 
ions and other miSsiles at Hurst, who 
was at once surrounded by policemen 
and escorted from the field. As soon as 
President Johnson heard of the trouble 
he suspended Tim and Thursday night 
dismissed him from the American 
League force of umpirus. 

*Iurst has been connected with the 
game for over twenty years and has 
had more real trouble than eny other 
man that ever took the thankless posi- 
tion of umpiring. He has been in fights 
galore Oh the ball field and usually came 
out first best when it came to fist 
fights. He was always first when it 
came to a battle of wits and some of 
Hurst’s sayings have become baseba!l! 
classics. 

The Beer Glass Episode. 

It is a curious coincidence that the 
most famous trouble that Hurst was 
mixed up in previous to that of Aug. 3 
at Philadelphia was just 12 years lack- 
ing ene day to that time. On Aug. 4, 
1897. Hurst was umpiring a game be- 
tween Tincinnati and Pittsburg on the 
Cincinnati grounds when an enraged 
rooter who did not like one of his de- 
cisions, threw a heavy beer gtass at 
Hurst. It did not hit him but Hurst 
lost his temper and picking up the glass 
heaved it back into the crowded stands. 
It hit John Cartyuville, a Cincinnati 
fireman, on the head, and for several 
days it was thought he would die. Hurst 
was arrested but when Cartyuville re- 
covered the matter was dropped. 

But it eventually cost Hurst. his posi- 
tion with the National League, and he 
was out of baseball for several years 
until Ban Jonnson put him on the 
American League staff five years ago. 

Hurst har been about everything there 
is in the sporting line. Besides umpir- 
ing he has been one of the best known 
prize fight referees, has promoted bicycle 
races, walking matches and Irish“fairs 
in all parts of the country, and last 
fall and winter, during the Marathon 
craze, was a prominent figure. Hurst is 
independently rich and was umpiring 
just because he loved the game. 

Mike Thompson, a well-known football 
referee and baseball man of Washing- 
ton, has been signed by President John- 
gon to replace Hurst, and will have his 
first tryeut in Philadelphia Friday where 
he will work with Jack Sheridan. 


HEYDLER SIGNS A NEW 
UMPIRE FOR NEXT YEAR 


NORFOLK, Va., Aug. 13.—Umpire 
Harry Mace of the Virginig State 
League will next year handle an indica- 
tor In the National League, having just 
accepted satisfactory terms offered him 
by President Heydler of the National. 
Mace has been an umpire for 15 years, 
having officiated In a half dozen or more 
of the well-known minor leagues, finisb- 
ing every year successfully. 

Heydler wanted h'- to report imme- 
diately, but he will finish the season with 
the Virginia league. His first prominent 
connection with baseball was in 1889, 
when he signed with the Washington 
club as a pitcher.

Barbara Ann Dunraven Died 
in Military Prison in 1862 
or 1863. 


TABLET FOR HER GRAVE 
Daughters of Confederacy 
Seek Resting Place to Erect 
Monument. 








The unmarked grave of a woman sol- 
dier, who wore the gray and fought 
under the Confederate flag, and who is 
believed to have died from the effect 
of a wound received in battle, is sought 
by the Sam Davis Chapter, U. D. C., 
of Alton, that it may be marked with 
a tablet telling her Reroic story. 

Details regarding this “outhern ama- 
zon are meager and much of the infor- 
mation that has reached the members 
of the Daughters of the Confederacy is 
hazy hearsay. It is known, however, 
by the records of the old military pris- 
on in Alton that Barbara Ann Dura- 
van, a woman soldier, died there and 
was buried in the prison cemetery in 
1862 or 1863. 

This fact was learned when an old 
book of records belonging to the prison 
undertaker was given to the chapter. 
This book contained about 600 names of 
prisoners who were buried in a period 
covering a part of 1862 and 1863. The 
name Barbara Ann Buravan was 
covered among the number. 

The book of records was brittle and 
yellow and worn and the writing was 
dim and faded. Names were misspelled 
and the entries were made crudely, as 
though the undertaker were an unlet- 
tered man and bookkeeping not one of 
his accomplishments. | 

The -Daughters of the Confederacy, 
however, copied the list of names .and 
laid the old book away as a greatly 
prized relic. Then they set out to find 


bara Ann Duravan. 

The cemetery is in North Alton and for 
nearly a quarter of a century after the 
war a man and his daughter who lived 
in the neighborhood and who knew the 
location of the woman soldier’s grave 
used to care for it, keeping the grass 
green and putting flowers upon it fre- 
quently. 

This man and his daughter have 
moved away and the Daughters of the 
Confederacy have not been able to 
learn where they went. An effort is 
being made now to trace them, in the 
hope that from them can be learned 
whether Barbara Ann Duravan was 
maid or matron, whether she came from 
the pine woods of Georgia, the rice 
fields of Louisiana or the bluegrass 
hills of Tennessee; whether she rode a 
horse in the cavalry, tended a gun in 
the artillery or trudged afoot with mus- 
ket slung ever her shoulder in the in- 
fantry. 

This much ifs accepted as the truth— 
but on what foundation the story rests 
is urcertain: That Barbara Ann Du- 
raven was supposed by her fellow so:- 
diers to be a man and that the secret 
of her sex was net revealed until she 
was face to face with death in the IIIi- 
nois prison. 


Buried as a Soldier. 
But d@ven then—even when it became 


known that she was a woman—she was 
treated in death as her men comrades :n 
arms. Her funeral was not that of a 
woman, but that of a soldjer, which the 
Daughters of the Confederacy like to 
think would have pleased her best, for 
she had fought as a soldier and it was 
fitting that she should fill a soldier’s 
grave. 

There are 2600 Confederate prisoners 
buried in the ola prison cemetery. The 
graves are not marked and time has 
leveled the mounds that used to show 
where the soldiers slept. 

Two Ekeletons Found. 

Now the United States Government is 
erecting a@ monument to the prisongrs 
who died there in the Government’s 
custody. Congress has appropriated 
$3000 for that purpose and excavating 
for the monument foundation is under 
way. Thursday the diggers unearthed 
the bones of two men. They had been 
buried together and their casket had 
moulded away. But the blankets in 
which they were wrapped were strange- 
ly preserved. 

The bones were laid carefully aside 
until the diggers reached the bottom of 
their excavation. Then the bones were 
reburied, so that those two unknown 
soldiers will lie immediately under the 
marble memento to be erected by the 
Government against which they fought. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy 
want Barbara Ann Duravan's name 
and a brief history of her to be chiseled 
en the large Government monument 
and, in addition to that, to have her 
grave marked by a special stone, to- 
gether with a bronze tablet that. will 
tell her story more fully than it can be 
told on the big shaft.

STOP THE STEAMBOAT GAMBLERS. 

In June, 1904, the Post-Dispatch exposed the 
gambling on the river excursion steamers, and 
the captain of the “ity of Providence was fined 
$50 for permitting it. At that time United States 
District Attorney Dyer pointed to the fact that 
“according to the statutes of Missouri, every boat 
leaving St. Louis is within the jurisdiction of 
the courts of St. Louis until it arrives at an- 
other port.” As a further result of this exposure, 
Chief of Police Kiely sent detectives who con- 
fiscated a lot of gambling paraphernalia on 
the steamers City of Providence and Corwin H. 


Spencer. 


For some time thereafter the owners of the 
excursion steamers advertised that no gambling 
would be permitted. But in August, 1905, the 
Post-Dispatch again called attention tc the fact 
that men, women and children were encouraged 
to gamble on the Spencer, 10 slot machines being 
used for the purpose. This stopped the evil for « 
while, but in August, 1906, “Skin Games on the 
River” again became the subject of investigation. 
A conflict began between the authorities as to 
jurisdiction, which resulted in a continuance of 
‘river gambling in the summer of 1907, te captain 
of the City of Providence being quoted as saying 
that “there is no money in the steamboat excur- 
sion business,” and that the gambliag concessions

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ANOTHER BROKEN PROMISE. 

Georgia withhdlds assent to the ‘proposed na- 
tional income tax amendment because “it may 
conclude to tax incomes’ itself some time.” Its 
Legislature has adjourned and the matter cannot 
receive further consideration until next summer. 

Excuses urged for promises disregarded and 
principles sacrificed are always a sorry brood. 
Probably as the roll of states is called we shall 
have up apologies even more fantastic than this. 
The taxation of incomes presents an issue which 
is not likely to be defeajed on its merits. If re- 
jected by the states, it will be for reasons which 
few will care honestly to avow. 

The indifference of Georgia to this much- 
needed reform is significant in two respects. As 
a commonweilth it is enlightened and progres- 
sive and in a party sense it is stanchly Demo- 
cratic. Its people have subscribed over and over 
again to the principle of income taxation. So far 
as political prog:ams in this country are binding, 
Georgia is pledged solemnly and _ irrevocably. 
Now, at the first opportunity for action in-har- 
mony with its profession, it repudiates principle 
and promise alike. At the same time tuat it turns 
its back upon democracy iteopenly flouts a pro- 
gressive Republican Prerident. Where support 
was guaranteed nothing but opposition uppears. 

Taxation on income embodies the whole ques- 
tion of equal taxation and just taxation. We shall 
not escape from the plutocratic practice of taxing 
the food, clothing, implements and homes of the 
people until there is acceptance of the idea that 
wealth and not poverty should bear the chief 
burden of goveri ment. If this true democratic 
theory is to be rejected by Democratic states, tax 
reform will be postponed indefinitely.

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Considering the circumstances, Justice Mills’ 
decision in the Thaw case will probably be ap 
proved by the public judgment. But we must 
not forget that the poor young man suffered all 
the disadvantages of great wealth and was bred 
among people who never knew how to use or er- 
joy wealth rationally.

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LADYLIKE BALLOONING. 
Our aerial pilots will Lave to do something to 
restore ballooning to good standing as a sport 
which offers excitement. Just now it is play for 
mollycoddles. It ranks with buttermilk and lem- 
on pop. By some process of base deception it has 
become associated with thrills. As a matter of 
fact, it is as placid as Taft, as good natured as a 
setter pup and as innocuous as Democratic oppo- 
sition. 

The disappointment of G. Lacy Crawford, who 
“expected thrills and that sort of thing” proves 
it all. Jaded searchers for something new to 
knot their solar plexuses will have to cut bal- 
looning from their list of expectancies unless the 
pilots come to and perform. Otherwise there will 
be a speedy return to swimming the surf, acean 
yachting and dodging telegraph poles at 87 miles 
an hour. Water drowns and the earth is hard 
and resisting. It is something to fight them. 
But the air has no dangers. There’s nothing to 
do but fall. 

We suggest that at the next ascension only liv- 
ing ballast be carried and the passangers play 
seven-up to see who shall drop out first. Thus 
would be injected the element of uncertainty 
which is the final appeal to the seekers of thrills. 
What could be more splendid than a balloon voy- 
age over the ocean in which, one by one, the oc- 
cupants of the basket dropped out tha* the others 
might continue their flight toward a barely pos- 
sible goal of safety. There really are opportuni- 
ties if our matter-of-fact pilots would only un- 
derstand what is expected of them. Somewhere 
in the clouds there must be something as danger- 
ous as a dose of strychnine all arourd and a duel 
of dice for the stomach pump. A little ingenious 
endeavor and ballooning would presently cease 
to be so ladylike.

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SWEDEN’S COLLAPSED STRIKE. 

An interesting feature of the collapsed strike 
in Sweden was the successful attempt at making 
it national in scope. The uisnatches indicate ‘hat 
there was a complete stoppage of the wheels of 
industry. The food supplics were cut off. Public 
service plants were closed. The newspapers is- 
sued small sheets run off from hand presses and 
the inmates of the almshouses were impressed to 
bear the dead to the cemeteries. 

Such g complet? suspension of ordinary activ- 
ities would be impossible save in a small country, 
but jhe effect and influence of such au effort, 
conducted with some regard for order, has hen 
often speculated upon. In this case at Jeast the 
most that can be said for it is that it was the 
registration of a very vigorous protest and a 
demonstration of the possibilities of organization 
among the wage earners. But nothing further has 
been accomplished, which adds to the sum of the 
Happiness, comfort or wealth of the strikers. 

The important point is that the idleness reacted 
on the strikers themselves, They suffered all the 
inconveniences and losses of the others. , In de- 
priving others they deprived themselves also and 
they were no better prepared for deprivation than 
anyone else. The losses have, of course, been 
enormous, and they have necessarily been dis- 
tributed. But the distribution has not been equal. 
The weakest have suffered the most and the 
strong the least. And the strike has collapsed 
\because there was nothing for it to feed on except 
lf. How much better it would have been had 

isagreements been submitted to arbitration.

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GEORGIA’S SLANDER LAW. 

It is rather disappointing to discover from the 
debate in the State House of Representatives 
that Georgia’s law for the protection of women 
from slander is nullified in advance. Represen- 
tative Joe Hill Hall did not regard the bill fa- 
vorably because he thought the old remedy for

slander—the stick and the effec- 
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in‘erence, therefore, we may conclude that «he 
stick and the shotgun will still be the approved 
remedies*for slander when there are male rela- 
tives able to wield them and that the law will 
intervene only when all other means of relief 
are lacking. 

The scope of the law is thus reduced to a 
minimum. It is special legislation confined to its 
smallest definition. It is not designed to protect 
all women, but only women without champions 
able and willing to enforce their own standards 
of conduct with club. or revolver. 

Georgia ought not to need a special law of 
this kind. he general laws should cover all 
offenses against men or women which require 
legal redress. But if Georgia has a special Jaw 
for the protection of women, Georgians should 
abide by it. Wheq the law is invoked to support 
the social code of ethics, lawless methods should 
be put away; the stick and the shotgun should 
be relegated to the museum of antiquities.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The tone of 
the opening stock market today was 
very irregular. Some stocks were bid 
up for purposes of support as selling to 
realize depressed others. Pennsylvania 
rose %. On the other hand St. Paul 
and Great Northern certificates fell 1 
and Union Pacific, Reading, Rock Island 
and United States steel lost fractions. 

Representative stocks began to show 
strength in sympathy with the jump to 
record figures by Union Pazific common 
and preferred and the heavy accumula- 
tion of New York Central. Opening 
losses were rore than made up, but 
meantime there was a quiet selling of 
many of the obscure specialties, 

Market Undermined. 

Near 11 o’clock a sudden drop of 1% 
in Amalgamated Copper undermined the 
market and prices fell back all around. 
The principal gains were United States 
Rubber 3%, the second preferred 2, Un- 
ion Pacific preferred 3, the common 1%, 
Twin City Rapid Transit 25%, New York 
Central 1% and National Lead and Cen- 
tral Leather 1. 

Among the losses were Northwestern 

United Railway and Investment and 
Pressed Steel Car 1% and American 
Steel Foundries 1, Bethlehem Steel and 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical 1. 

After the reaction had run to a point 
in many stocks renewed buying carried 
Union Pacific up to 211% and the pre- 
ferred to 116.

Living in an Asylum for the 
Insane in England. 





SHE WAS A_ NURSE 





Woman Alleges Physician Has 
Become Interested in His 
Former Wife. 


Ry Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—In the book of 


mysteries there must be allotted con- 
spicuous space for the annulment of 
marriage suit brought by Dr. Schuyler 
Clinton Jacques of 1 West Eighty-ninth 
street. 

The doctor says his wife’s first hus- 
band was alive at the time of her mar- 
riage to him and that the wife knew it. 
In fact, he says, sne toid him so one 
night recently while in a confidential 
mood. 

All this she vehemently denies and 
asserts that the doctor wants to rid 
himself of her chiefly because she has 
not borne him children, but also because 
he has become interested in other wom- 
en, one of whom is his former wife. 
The doctor admits the absence of chil- 
dren has played its part. 

The courtship and marriage of the 
physician and his wife are full of ro- 
mance. She was born on the Isle of 
Wight. When quite young her family 
moved to Southampton. She became a 
t.ained nurse. In 191 she made the 
acquaintance of several American wom- 
en in London, Who advised her to come 
to New York, which she did. A few 
weeks after her arriva! she was en- 
gaged by Dr. Jacques. \ 

Doctor Treated Wife As Nurse. 


While attending a child who had 
diphtheria, the nurse, who was known 
as Mrs. Clemons, contracted the dis- 
ease. Dr. Jacques had her placed in a 
hospital and would permi* no one to 
prescribe for her but himself. It was 
weeks before the young nurse was 
piloted past the danger point. To save 
her life the physician spent many 
nights at her vedside.

“I learned of the other man’s exigt- 
ence from my wife’s own lips. One 
evening I brought her home a bouquet 
of flowers. She kissed me, ard we ex- 
changed little confidences, Finally she
